Biscuit for Horses. 


A singular experiment] is at present 


under trial in the French arm; r. The 
Minister of War, anxious to red* ice the 
bulk of provisions to be carried during 
a campaign, has ordered that an aw kind 
of biscuit should be used as food for the 
horses. On the conclusibn of tl ie pres- 
ent maneuvers, the exp€ riment will be 
rigidly tested. Two sqi .adrons of cav- 
alry and a battery of ; irtillery will at 
once be put under the new system. 
The circular of the Minister directs all 
the details, and orders ; hat a commis- 
sion composed of four officers and a 
veterinary surgeon shoul 1 see that the 
instructions are completely carried out, 
and report on their progress and re- 
sults. 
The selected horses arje- to be 


weighed and measured across th 3 shoul- 
ders before the experiment com nonces, 
and two other squadrons of cavi dry and 
a battery of artillery are to be selected, 
composed as nearly as ca n be of animals 
of the same weight and s ze. The latter 
are to be placed under tt e war al .owance 
of fodder, and both at once subj acted to 
the estimated average fatigues o' a cam- 
paign. During twelve ({lays the experi- 
ments will be followed out, w lile the 
officers charged with its condict will 
constantly report on its results, 
horses are to be supplied with bhe new 
food on the first day of the ca npaign, 
without any transition |or preparation 
for the change. The bi:

The Much Married. 


It is usually considered a noteworthy 


circumstance for a man or woman to 
have been married three times, but of 
old this number would have been 
thought little of. St. Jerome mentions 
a widow that married her twenty-second 
husband, who in his turn had been mar- 
ried to twenty-two wives—surely an ex- 
perienced couple. A woman named 
Elizabeth Mazi, who died at Florence, 
1768, 
had been married to seven hus- 


bands, all of whom she outlived. She 
married the last of the seven at the age 
of 70. When on her death-bed she re- 
called the good and bad points of each 
of her husbands, and, having impartially 
weighed them in the balance, she singled 
out her fifth spouse as the favorite, and 
desired that her remains might be in- 
terred near his. The death of a soldier 
is recorded in 1784, who had five wives ; 
and liis widow, aged 90, wept over the 
grave of her fourth husband. The 
writer who mentioned these facts vainly 
added : " The said soldier was much 
attached to the married state." There 
is an account of a gentleman who was 
married to four wives and lived to be 
115 years old. When he died he left 
twenty-three "children" alive and well, 
some of said children being three to 
four score. A gentleman died at Bor- 
deaux, in 1772, who had bo^n married 
sixteen times.

A trial took place at Stanford, Ky., in

Drinking1 Impure Wafrr. 


Set a pitcher of ice-water in a room 


inhabited, and in a few hours it will 
have absorbed from the room much of 
the respired and perspired gases, and 
the air of the room will have become 
purer, but the1 water will be utterly 
filthy. Tliis depends on the fact that 
the water has the faculty of condensing, 
and thereby absorbing all the gases, 
which it does without increasing its own 
bulk. 
The colder the water is, the 


greater its capacity to contain these 
gases. At ordinary temperature a pint 
of water will contain a pint of carbonic 
acid gas, and several pints of ammonia. 
Tliis capacity is nearly doubled by re- 
ducing the temjperature to that of ice. 
Hence, water kept in the room awhile is 
always unfit for| use, and should often be 
renewed whether it has become warm or 
not. And, for the same reason, the wa- 
ter in a pump-stock should all be 
pumped out in ^he morning before any 
is used. That jwnich has stood in the 
pitcher over night is not fit for cooking 
purposes in thei morning. Impure wa$ 
ter is quite as injurious to the health as 
impure air, and every person should 
provide the mjeaus of obtaining frtsh, 
pure water for jail domestic uses.

ponderates over solid muscle, are ove •- 
burdened with the useless ballast ma< e 
up mainly of fat and water, which tenc s 
to render them susceptible to ch\eas >.

portant truth in them, and indeed ^ re 
think we have observed many exainpl *s 
which would go to prove his rule. B it 
to prove his statements and make the Da 
acceptable as scientific facts, a laqfe 
number of statistics would be necessary.

Jaeger believes that he has discovered! a 
simple way of preventing the aivumulp.- 
tiou of fat and water in the s\btem; 
in other words, the means of main 
ing a high specific gravity. He thin 
that it is only necessary to wear clothing 
which consibts exclusively of wool, 
to keep warm the middle line of tie 
front of the body. While we recogni be 
and have often pointed out tlie spec: al 
advantages of woolen clothing, we fia PC 
never noticed that it tended to che 5k 
obesity, and for the present must J,a te 
the liberty to doubt Prof. Jaeger'b rei n-

Jerusalem as a Place of Residence 
Jerusalem seems to be growing in : a- 


vor as a place of residence for foreign* rs 
who find their native countries unco n- 
fortable. The foreign Jewish popu a 
tion has, according to Consul Moore, in- 
creased considerably of late years. T ie 
community is now estimated at 15,0(10, 
including native Jews, against 10,000 in 
1873. The right of holding real prop !r» 
ty in Turkey, conceded to foreign sub- 
jects by the protocol in 1868, probably 
accounts for the increased immigrntic n. 
The German colony at Jerusalem now 
numbers nearly 400 persons; that at J.if- 
fa about 300. 
There is u third Germ in 


settlement at Caiffa of about equal nu n- 
ber with tho last mentioned. The s it- 
tiers are mechanics, artificers, carrie -s, • 
and agriculturists, and are fairly pros- 
perous. No public works have been ex- 
ecuted, yet a harbor at Jaffa, a good c ir- 
riage road or tramway from that town!to 
Jerusalem, and good roads all over me 
district are urgently needed. A raih\ ny 
would not, in Consul Moore's opinion, 
be, under present conditions, remune :a- 
tive, unless as a part of a system of n ,il- 
ways for Syria and Palestine.—St. Jan es 
Gazette.

Flsbiner on the Amazon. 


Much attention has lately been given 


to the wonders of the great river Ama- 
zon, or ."the Amazons," as the people 
there call it. Its whole valley abounds 
in streams that help to make up the en- 
tire volume of waters. These spread 
out into lakes, lagoons and swamps that 
extend over large regions of country. 
This is especially so in the rainy seasons 
or flood times. 


The channels and lakes are abundant- 


ly supplied with fishes. Even large 
fishes are olteii left in the swamp lakes 
and streams when the water is low. A 
'hundred different kinds of fish can be 
bought in the markets of Bio, many of 
which iiorae from the Amazon. 


Those most valued are piranhas and 


pirarucus. They are the largest, while 
there are numerous smaller varieties. 
The Indians catch the latter with hooks 
and lines or shoot them with arrows. 
But the larger fish are speared with a 
kind of trident. The men and even 
small boys acquire great skill hi the use 
of theso implements. 


In the summer months the people 


come by hundreds to the lakes and chan- 
nels to fish for the great pirarucu, and to 
prepare the fish much as codfish is pre- 
pared by the northern fishermen. Some 
of these fish are seven or eight feet, in 
length. They are first dressed and cut 
into wide, thin slices. These are well 
rubbed with salt and hung on poles to 
dry in the sun. 
The slices are taken 


under cover every night and caiTied out 
again in t^ie morning. The stranger does 
not at once relish this dried fish, yet it 
is the standard flesh food of all the 
poorer classes throughout a large part 
of Brazil. 
During the fisliing season 


the people build and live in little huts 
along the shores. Traders, in canoes, 
come with a stock of cheap wares to bar- 
ter for the fish. Thus a trading com- 
munity is formed, which breaks up with 
the January floods. The piranhas are 
much prized and are easily caught, for 
they are greedy to bite at most anything, 
from a bit of salt meat to a bather's toe. 
Boys tlirash the water with poles to at- 
tract these fishes. 


The Tnpi word piranha is a contrac- 


tion of pira sainha, meaning " toothed 
fish." The same word is used by the 
Indians to describe a pair of scissors. 
There are several species of these sav- 
age piranhas, some being more than 
two feet long. They make nothing of 
biting an ounce or so of flesh from a 
man's leg. People are sometimes killed 
by them. Hence Brazilians are shy of 
going into these lakes and streams if 
they suspect the presence of these fish. 
The fishermen claim that piranhas will 
gather in schools against the larger fish 
and attack them. If one of their own 
number is at all wounded by mistake he 
is mercilessly set upon and devoured by 
his companions. 


It is useless to try to use nets where 


this fish is lound. They would spoil a 
net in a few minutes. 


Another dange'rous fish of these 


waters is the sting-ray. He lies flat on 
the bottom, his dark upper surface be- 
ing hardly seen through the muddy 
streams. If left undisturbed the creature 
is harmless enough. But a careless 
wader in the shallows may step on the 
flat body, and then the great barbed 
sting lutlictd a wound that benumbs the 
whole body and makes the sufferer 
speechless with pain. 
Persons have 


been lamed for life by such a wound.— 
Scientific American.

The pace of the quickest trains in En- 


gland, says an English paper, is greater 
by ten miles an hour than that of the 
quickest trains of any other country. In 
Great Britain the average velocity of the 
express is fifty miles an hour. In Bel- 
gium it never exceeds forty-one miles an 
hour ; between Paris and Bordeaux it is 
thirty-nine and a half miles an hour. In 
Bussia and in some parts of Switzerland 
the rate is twenty-seven miles an hour.

Plymouth Bock. 


Of all spots < m the American cont nent 


Plymouth Bock is, religiously ami his- 
torically, the most interesting and sacred. 
Here;«« the soiree and spring of Amer- 
ica's greatness, the beginning anothe 
basis of her history. Plymouth Bock, 
the memorable1 landing-place of the Pil- 
grims, is covered with' a massive granite 
canopy, in the upper part of which are 
deposited the bones, gathered from the 
neighboring 1 ill, of several who died 
during the ft tst year. The place will 
ever be regan led with interest as holy 
ground by the r descendants all over the 
States, and indeed by all lovers of Chris- 
tian freedom. 


Pilgrim Hall, in front of which is a 


portion of the rock on which the Pil- 
grims landed, contains a museum of 
relics of the "Mayflower." Here, among 
other things, is a copy of the Indian 
Bible, translated by John Eliot, the 
apostle to the Indiana, who arrive d in 
1630, learned the Indian language, re- 
duced it to writing, translated the whole 
Bible into it, wrote the whole, it is said, 
with one pen, and had it printed and 
published by the year 1661. It wa j the 
first Bible printed in America. A copy 
was sent to Charles IL, and Richard 
Baxter says of it: "Such a work and 
fruit of a plantation was never b :fore 
presented unto a King." The marvel is 
all the greater when we recollect | that 
the Indians at the outset were hostile to 
the settlers. Eliot went among them, 
showed them kindness, won the good- 
will of some, became their friendj and 
sought their protection during Philip's 
war in 1675. The language, however, of 
his version is extinct, and only one per- 
son now Jiving can read it.

USEFUL HINTS. 


To PotisH stained floors, rub them 


thoroughly once a week with beeswax 
and turpentine. 


STRONG brine may be used to advan- 


tage in washing bedsteads; hot alum is 
also good for this purpose. 


Dip a new. broom in hot water to 


make it durable, £& keep a broom from 
getting stiff anffhiard hang it in it cellar- 
way. 


GitASS should be washed in cold 


water, which gives a brighter and 
cleaner look than when cleansed with 
warm water. 


To REMOVE grass stains, wash the 


stained places in clean, cold, soft water, 
without soap, before the garment-is 
otherwise wet.

A VEKY admirable imitation of stained 


glass for windows can be produced by 
pasting over common windows thin 
sheets of silk paper printed in brilliant 
oil colors, tasteful in design. The effect 
is said to be fully equal to the finest 
colored glass, and the cost a trifle.

THE following ointment is excellent 


for an inflamed bunion: Iodine, twelve 
grains; spermaceti ointment, half an 
ounce. A portion about the size of a 
horse bean to be rubbed on the affected 
part twice or thrice a day. 
If the 


bunion is not inflamed, the best remedy 
is to place on it first a piece of diachlyon 
plaster, oxide of lead and oil, and upon 
it a piece of thick leather, this having a 
hole the size of the bunion cut in it. 


ONE of the simplest and most effectu il 


things to whiten the hands is to take .1 
wineglassful of eau de Cologne and an- 
other of lemon-juice; scrape two cakes 
of brown Windsor soap to a powder and 
mix in a mold; let it be till hard, then 
use as ordinary soap. 
To whiten the 


nails, if red or coarse, take dilute sul- 
phuric acid two drachms; tincture of 
myrrh one drachm; spring water four 
ounces ; mix. First cleanse the hands 
with the above soap, then dip the fingers 
into the mixture. This should be done 
at least twice a day until the desired 
effect is produced. 
Nothing adds BO 


much to beauty as a delicate, well- 
shaped hand, and nothing shows sooner 
the want of proper care and attention. 


THE following 
preparation, 
it if 


claimed, will render wood incombusti- 
ble and impermeable: Sulphate of zinc, 
55 pounds; alum, 40 pounds; oxide os 
manganese, 22 pounds; sulphuric acid 
60 degrees, 22 pounds; water 55 pounds. 
All the solid ingredients are put into a 
boiler containing the water at 45 de- 
grees C. (113 degrees F.), and as soon as 
they are dissolved the sulphuric acid is 
poured in gradually until the mass is 
completely saturated. The pieces of 
wood are kept about fivo centimetres 
(1.97 inch) apart, and after three hours,' 
boiling they are dried in the open air. 
The natural appearance of the wood is 
not changed. 
To whatever heat it is 


subjected it resists combustion, the sur- 
face being simply covered with a thin, 
charred coating which is easily rubbed 
off.

Paris Journals. 


Paris journalists believe in centraliz- 


ation, as their method of carrying on 
business proves. A printer leases a large 
building, in •which he puts down a steam 
engine and several presses. A capacious 
room centrally situated is set apart for 
the compositors, and offices in various 
parts of the establishment are placed at 
the disposal of the editorial staffs of the 
journals that are printed on the premi- 
ses. Some of these papers may have 
their own oxjmpositors and thair own 
types—that is a matter of arrangement; 
but everything is set up in the common 
room and printed in the landlord print- 
er's presses. As the compositors of the 
various journals are ouly separated from 
each other by imaginary divisions, awk- 
ward accidents occasionally befall. In 
the hurry of going te> press, or in the 
dim light (French composing rooms 
being rarely fitted up with gas), it some- 
tunes happens that "copy" goes astray, 
or paragraphs get mixed ; and the read- 
ers otcontemporary papers are, in conse- 
quence, frequently horrified by marked 
contradictions in their favorite sheets.

THE origin of the game of billiards is 


uncertain, although several stories are 
told concerning it. It was imported in 
Britain from France, and was known to 
Englishmen (by name as early as the six- 
teenth century, since Shakspeare speaks 
of it—he seems to have been little less 
than omniscient—in several of his dramas. 
He even portrays Cleopatra as amusing 
herself with billiards, but this is un- 
questionably one of the palpable ana- 
chronisms to which he appears to have 
been indifferent, and which he scattered 
throughout his plays. The game itself 
was in all likelihood mediroval, but, as 
played nowadays, is comparatively mod- 
ern. For two centuries it was played 
with only two (white) balls, and, when 
the third (red) ball was imported into 
Britain, the red winning hazard, or holing 
of the red ball, was well-nigh the sole 
object of the players. The billiard table 
of the present is as different as well can 
be from the billiard table of 200 years 
ago, as persons know who have noticed 
their evolutions as represented by the 
tables of divers eras. 
The greatest 


billiardists are the Russians, Spaniards, 
French and Americans, who now play it 
more than any other nation. Every year 
the popularity of the game increases. 


The St. Lawrence River. 


Really there is not on the face of the 


globe such another river as the St. Law- 
rence. Imagine a broad river varying 
from three to ten miles in width, fed by 
the great American lakes, by water that 
in its passage has deposited all its filth 
and dust, and comes, after a tumble over 
Niagara falls, as clear as crystal to its 
final passage to the sea. Imagine this 
superb stream finding its way through a 
labyrinth of nearly 1,800 islands, among 
which a man may sail for days without 
ever crossing his track, and not a rod of 
dead water along its shores, and with 
not even a suspicion of malaria in the 
atmosphere above it. Imagine a summer 
climate in which the days are never hot 
aud breezeless, aud the nights are always 
cool and bracing, and the evenings are 
never so damp as to make it necessary 
to sit within doors, and you have the 
conditions of summer lite at the Thou- 
sand islands. This is my fourth sum- 
mer here, and my constantly-growing 
love and admiration of the region were 
never so great as now, and I am con- 
vinced that it is destined to be the great 
sanitarium of the seacoast population of 
the country. There is nothing like it; 
there is nothing equals it. It is well 
enough for the New Yorker who ia 
bound to his business to spend a night 
and a day at the seaside reswrts of easv 
access, but the families that spend their 
summers out of the city wilT"*in the 
future come here more and more, until 
these islands will present one of the busi- 
est scenes of holiday life to be found on 
the continent.

Different Customs. 


In France they have many customs 


which seem strange to us. In the hotels, 
all the ornamental functions in the busi- 
ness are discharged by the lady, while 
the man does the hard work. It is the 
husband who cooks, and hi} wife who 
sits behind the inn counter airing her 
smartsilk gown and cap-strings. French- 
men are great kissers and shakers of 
hands, but the latter courtesy is not 
practiced between sexes. A Frenchman 
bows to a lady without extending his 
palm, and would be thought very for- 
ward indeed if he tried to shake hands 
with an unmarried lady. 
He might 


kiss a married lady, however, on New 
Year's day, or in an outburst of great 
emotion on any other occasion, with- 
out anybody—even the husband—de- 
murring ; and he may embrace mem- 
bers of his own sex at all times. A 
French grown-up son kisses his father, 
and alludes to him as "papa;" and, 
as everybody knows, a son must ask 
his "papa's" consent to his marriage, 
no matter how old he may be. Young 
Frenchmen never propose hi person ; 
decorum requires the offices of a third 
person. It is safe to call all French- 
men sir, and address all Frenchwomen, 
even to the street fruit-sellers, as mad- 
amoiselle. 


The Potato. 


Much of the so-called cognac which is 


imported into' England from France is 
the product of the potato. Throughout 
Germany the same uses are common. 
In Poland the manufacture of spirits 
from the potato is a most extensive 
trade. "Stettin brandy," well known 
in commerce, is largely imported into 
England, and is sent from thence to 
many ot her foreign possessions as the 
product of the grape, and is placed on 
many a table of England as the same, 
while fair ladies perfume themselves 
with the spirit of potato, under the 
designation eau de Cologne. But there 
are other uses which this esculent is 
turned to abroad. After extracting the 
farina the pulp is manufactured into or- 
namental articles, such as picture frames, 
snuff-boxos arid several descriptions of 
toys, and the water that runs from it in 
the process of manufacture is a n^ost 
valuable scourer.
